The new road law in Keutuck> 
has- met hat Utile opposiUon, and 
where it has bean gtren a fair and 
impartial trial by cciraty officials, 
and the county road engineers have 
been given an opportunity to per- 
form their dttttes mhampared. tt 
has been entirely satisfactory.

Through German channels

Dispatches from the eastern
